5. Of the twenty-four tugs and two floating cranes which 
Finland bought from the USA on demobilization (six tugs of €50 HP 
and thirteen: of 400 HP), ten tugs and one crane have already been 
delivered. The Finnish Government had intended to sell these tugs 
to private firms, but none of the latter wishes to purchase them, 
as they regard the price (20 million Finnish Marks for a large tug 
and 12 million for a small tug) as far too high, The government, 
therefore, has decided to adapt six of these tugs for ice-breakers, 
each at.a cost of 10 million Finnish Marks and to use six tugs a3 
trawlers, The use to which the remaining twelve tugs will ultirately
